
Council drop 
allotment plan

AFTER months of legal 
wrangling, Lyme Regis 
Town Council has finally 
dropped plans to provide 
26 allotments at the con¬ 
troversial Strawberry 
Field site in Charmouth 
Road. 

The council originally 
bought the Strawberry 
Field from nearby resident 
Cliff Powley for leisure 


and recreation and the 11- 
acre site was originallly 
earmarked for a new home 
for Lyme Regis Football 
Club with two full-size 
pitches, a floodlit multi¬ 
use games area and club¬ 
house. 


But the £1 million 
scheme ran into trouble 
with the planners after se¬ 
vere opposition from resi¬ 
dents of Uplyme parish 
across the valley. 

The plan was later 
shelved and part of the 


field has been leased to 
Lyme Regis Golf Club for 
a pitch and putt course. 

With a big demand for 
more allotments in Lyme 
Regis, the town council de¬ 
cided to use the rest of the 
field for 26 new allot¬ 
ments. 

They even went as far as

AT the end of this month West Dorset will once 
again be celebrating its rich agricultural sur¬ 
roundings with the annual Melplash Show. 

The show is a steadfast event in the diary of 
local people of all ages and attracts visitors from 
far and wide. 

This week's 60 Second Interview is with the 
show's new Chairman Nigel Jones. Having first 
been a part of the show 30-years-ago, as a car 
park attendant, Nigel has seen the show grow 
into one of the regions principle events. 

In his spare time Nigel is a big sports fan. Hav¬ 
ing played rugby for Dorchester for many years, 
Nigel now intends to turn his focus to cricket after 
a knee operation later in the year. 

Nigel is also a proud co-owner of the racehorse 
"The Jazz Musician" who this season raced at 
some of the top courses in the country. 

The Melplash Show is on for one-day only on 
Thursday, August 26th. 


■ HOW much preparation goes into the Melplash 
Show? 

I don’t think people would credit how much background 
work goes into it, certainly from a quasi-professional role 
like the secretary and the assistants here in the office. 
Behind that there is also a huge amount of voluntary as¬ 
sistance, work done by an army of different people and 
without them the show wouldn’t work. It’s a fantastic 
testament to the good will of the local community. 

■ HOW have you seen the show develop since your 
first involvement 30-years-ago? 

Immeasurably, from a relatively small country show it 
is now a principle show in the area. What you will see in 
agricultural country shows is that some of them have 
gone very commercial and some have disappeared alto¬ 
gether. Whereas with the Melplash Show the whole idea 
is to try and portray that authentic traditional country 
image as well as being well-organised and slick as pos¬ 
sible, catering for what everybody wants. We have a very 
diverse audience bearing in mind where we are. We are 
one of the only, if not the only show located this close to 
the sea, so we have an awful lot of holidaymakers who 
come to the show as well as the indigenous population. 

■ WHAT makes the show special compared to oth¬ 
ers? 

I think exactly that, it’s orientation towards its traditional 
nature. It has all the ingredients that people want and it 
isn’t trying to be a commercial show that some have 



moved towards, yet equally it is so much more than just 
a country fete. 

The Devon County Show is now a huge commercial 
event, we are very much in that traditional niche and 
that’s where we intend to stay. 

■ WHAT have been the highlights to you from past 
shows? 

The highlights for me have been my two years as vice 
chairman, making sure everything has gone alright. From 
an organisational point of view to get through the day, 
making sure everyone has enjoyed it and that everything 
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ran on time is the main goal. 

■ WHAT are you particularly looking forward to this 
year? 

I’m looking forward to the main ring attractions. We have 
got the white helmets motorcycle display team and as a 
sort of antithesis to them for people who don’t want noisy 
motorbikes we have also got the fabulous Rockwood dog 
display team who are just extraordinary. All the cattle and 
the sheep classes will be tremendous; we have lots of en¬ 
tries there. All the horse classes again have lots of entries. 
A new thing we introduced last year is the By the Sea 
marquee because of where we are we thought the agricul¬ 
ture of the sea is just as important as the agriculture of the 
land, so that’s lot of good fun. This year we also have the 
curry competition, sponsored by Mr and Mrs Michaud 
who grow the world’s hottest chilli and it is judged by the 
Taj Mahal in Bridport. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

I just want people who are funny. I would like Jeremy 
Clarkson, I think he is just hilarious. He’s not PC and is 
generally upfront and fairly rude and difficult, I find him 
extremely amusing. I’d like Tommy Cooper who is my 
favourite comedian of all time. Then I’d like somebody 
equally funny, the cricket commentator Brian Johnson. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you listened 
to and film you watched? 

The last film I watched was Toy Story 3 3D with my 
daughter, the last book that I read was the autobiography 
of Paul Nicholls the racehorse trainer and the last CD I 
listened to was Eva Cassidy.

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Launch of share-in-the shelters scheme 


A SPONSORSHIP 
scheme to encourage resi¬ 
dents and visitors to 
“share-in-the-shelters” re¬ 
generation scheme was 
launched at the Woodmead 
Halls amid few dissenting 
voices. 

The meeting to publicise 
the Marine Parade Shelters 
Fund was attended by 
about 60 people, including 
patrons Sir Neville and 
Lady Mariner, and was or¬ 
ganised by the volunteer 
Shelters Regeneration 
Working Group. 

The gathering was wel-

corned by the Mayor of 
Lyme Regis, Councillor 
Mihaela Ellis, who handed 
over to working party 
member Stephen Wilkins 
to chair the meeting. 

He introduced David 
Gale, the town council’s 
project adviser who is 
heading the £1.3 million 
project. 

Mr Gale described the 
scheme as being “a long 
haul”, starting in 2006 and

leading up to the signing 
of the project in June of 
this year. 

Mr Gale confirmed that 
building work would com¬ 
mence on September 6th 
and be completed in June 
2011. 

He showed computer 
plans and illustrations of 
what the new-look shelters 
will look like when com¬ 
pleted, stressing that the 
central pavilion would 
from the focus of the 
scheme as an area set aside 
for information, interpreta¬ 
tion and exhibitions using 
modern technology, such 
as web cam to stream in¬ 
formation into the area. 

There would also be a 
performance area occupy¬ 
ing four of the bays, pro¬ 
vision for markets 
occuping three bays, two 
almost all-glazed commu¬ 
nity rooms, two retail 
units at either end, a plat¬ 
form lift and control room 
to house a public address 
system and other equi- 
ment. 

Mr Gale confirmed that 
the Marine Parade would 
be closed for the duration 


of the contract for health 
and safety reasons but 
there would be a tempo¬ 
rary ramp for access to the 
public gardens and the 
seafront businesses would 
be able to stay open. 

Mr Gale said the town 
council had sufficient 
funds for the first major 
phase of the scheme to in¬ 
clude demolishing the un¬ 
safe parts of the existing 
structure, reconstruction, 
restoration of the central 
pavilion, opening up the 
improved areas, creating 
the two retail units, form¬ 
ing the structure of the 
community rooms and 
events control room, rein¬ 
statement of the memorial 
clock, installing the lift 
and improving the seating, 
balustrades and paving. 

The second phase for 
which £350,000 in further 
funding was required 
would be the completion 
of the community rooms 
and control facilities, im¬ 
provements to the disabled 
access and refinements 
such as a detachable 
canopy for the perform¬ 
ance area, more seating 
and paving and winter 
glazing to one alcove. 

Details of the “share-in- 


the-shelters” fundraising 
scheme were presented by 
another member of the 
working group, Chris 
Boothroyd. 

He outlined the various 
options, which ranged 
from contributing £5 for a 
paving slab to corporate 
sponsorship of the com¬ 
munity rooms for £45,000. 

He stressed that they 
were not in competition 
with other worthy fundrai- 
ing campaigns running in 
Lyme Regis and people 
would decide which one 
they were able to support. 

Mr Boothroyd expressed 
the views that in future all 
communitites would have 
to be self reliant, adding: 
“All of us share the re¬ 
sponsibility for the future 
welfare of our town.” 

Mr Colin Willis, who 
runs the Antiques Centre 
on the Marine Parade, 
asked why it was neces¬ 
sary to close the seafront, 
pointing out that the upper 
parade was kept open dur¬ 
ing the coastal protection 
scheme which was a much 
bigger project. 

Mr Gale explained that a 
complete closure was rec¬ 
ommended by the CDM 
co-ordinator (health and 


safety professional) and 
that unlike the coastal pro¬ 
tection scheme, the lower 
promenade would be open 
throughout. 

Mr Willis also asked 
what would happen if the 
construction work was not 
completed on time. 

Mr Gale replied that they 
were confident the scheme 
would be completed on 
time. 

Mr Ken Gollop said he 
fully supported three-quar¬ 
ters of the scheme but he 
was strongly opposed to 
the two community rooms, 
pointing out that there 
were already over 20 
meeting places in Lyme. 

Mr Gollop felt they 
would be a financialy bur¬ 
den for many years to 
come. 

Before the meeting 
closed, Mrs Wendy Davies 
paid tribute to the work of 
the voluntary group and 
praised them for sticking 
with it through a very dif¬ 
ficult period. 

The small volunteer 
team co-ordinating the 
fundraising is always 
looking for extra ideas and 
offers of help. Chris 
Boothroyd on 442237 will 
be glad to respond. 


Council scrap allotment plans

ploughing the field, mark¬ 
ing out the plots and pro¬ 
viding top soil and a heap 
of manure for each allot¬ 
ment holder at a cost of 
several thousand pounds. 

The 26 plots were of¬ 
fered to local residents on 
a first come basis and draft 
short-term contracts were 
drawn up. 

The contracts were for 
four years so that the coun¬ 
cil could revert to their 
original intention of using 
the land for leisure and 
recreation at some time in 
the future. 

The council also sought 
and received a certificate 


of lawfulness from West 
Dorset District Council to 
use the land for allotments. 

But landowner Cliff 
Powley, who lives at 
nearby Rhode Barton, put 
a condition on the 999- 
year lease that the land 
could only be used for its 
original purpose and op¬ 
posed the council’s plan 
for allotments. 

Mr Powley entered into 
the lease for the sole pur¬ 
pose of providing a new 
home for Lyme Regis 
Football Club. 

After months of legal 
wrangling, the newly - 
formed Operational Man¬ 
agement Sub-Committee 
decided last week to aban¬ 


don their alotment plans 
for the Strawberry Field 
and look for an alternative 
solution. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis 
explained that their initial 
advice was that it would 
be possible to use the land 
for allotments but further 
advice from the National 
Association of Local 
Councils’ legal team was 
“not encouraging”. 

Mr Lewis explained 
there there was no case 
law which confirmed that 
looking after an allotment 
was a leisure or recre¬ 
ational pursuit and to es¬ 
tablish this the council 
would have to go to the 
High Court to get a judge¬ 


ment. Councillors agreed 
that this would be too ex¬ 
pensive and decided not to 
pursue their plans. 

The council are now 
working closely with Turn 
Lyme Green to encourage 
more people to get in¬ 
volved in garden sharing 
schemes and are negotiat¬ 
ing with the National Trust 
for land near to the exist¬ 
ing allotments in Char- 
mouth Road to be used. 

They are also in discus¬ 
sion with Lyme Regis 
Football Club to see if 
they still have an interest 
in the Strawberry Field. 


Lifeboat rescues 
divers' inflatable 

LYME Regis Lifeboat crew rescued five divers after 
their boat lost its steering and began to drift on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. 

Portland coastguards asked the lifeboat to launch 
at 1.50pm after it was reported that the dive boat 
"Scoundrel", a rigid inflatable, was drifting away 
from the divers who were all submerged underwa¬ 
ter. The lifeboat was on the scene 1.3 miles south of 
Lyme Regis just 12 minutes later. 

Three of the divers had already surfaced when the 
crew arrived and two others surfaced a few minutes 
later. They were all taken to the harbour and needed 
no medical attention. 

The lifeboat then returned to pick up the dive 
boat and its crew of two, finishing the operation at 
2.55pm. 

Two cars collide 

TWO cars crashed at the Timber Hill Junction out¬ 
side Lyme Regis Golf Club on Wednesday afternoon. 

A silver Volvo S40 travelling out of Lyme Regis col¬ 
lided with a stationary silver Honda Civic waiting to 
turn into Timber Hill. 

Police and fire crews from Lyme Regis were quickly 
on the scene and cleared the debris from the A3052 
following a brief road closure. 

Paramedics also attended the scene and treated 
one driver for slight burns caused by deployment of 
the air bags. 

The other driver was not injured.

A FTER almost a 
year of construc¬ 
tion, the wait was 
finally over for tenants of 
the new affordable housing 
development in Char- 
mouth, which was offi¬ 
cially opened last week. 

A mixture of 11 apart¬ 
ments and houses make up 
Heritage Mews on Lower 
Sea Lane. All properties 
have been let to local peo¬ 
ple or those with strong 
local connections, includ¬ 
ing many young people 
keen to move into their 
first home. 

Led by the Yarlington 
Housing Group and their 
building partners Rok, 
construction started in 
September 2009 on part of 
an “under-used” West 
Dorset District Council- 
owned car park in a con¬ 
servation area. 

As part of the develop¬ 
ment, the builders have 
also resurfaced the remain¬ 
ing half of the car park, be¬ 
hind the new homes, and 
built a new public toilet 
block. 

An official opening cere¬ 
mony on Wednesday after¬ 
noon was attended by new 
tenants, Charmouth Parish 


councillors, including 
chairman Mallory Hayter, 
leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council Robert Gould 
and representatives of the 


Yarlington Housing Group 
and Rok. 

Guests were given tours 
around a one-bedroom flat 
and a two-bedroom house, 


both with open-plan 
kitchen and living areas, 
and were shown the mod¬ 
ern and economically sus¬ 
tainable features, such as 
under-floor heating. 

The homes have also 
been “built for life”, mean¬ 


ing they include special 
features such as wide door¬ 
ways and staircases, mak¬ 
ing them accessible for 
those with mobility prob¬ 
lems. 

Chairman of Yarlington 
Housing Group, Roger 
Powell, welcomed guests. 

He said: “It is fantastic 
and rewarding to work in 
Charmouth as there are 
limited opportunities for 
developments here, and 
these are all going to local 
people.” 

He then toasted the new 
residents and added: “I 
hope you have very happy 
homes here.” 

Charmouth Primary 
School student Jamie 
Thomas, who won a com¬ 
petition to name the devel¬ 
opment Heritage Mews, 
cut a ribbon across the 
doorway of one flat. 

His mum Susan was pre¬ 
sented with a bouquet of 
flowers as a thank you for 
her support of the project. 

Guests then enjoyed 
drinks and a buffet before 
the development was 
opened for the general 
public to explore later that 
afternoon. 

The new residents began 


moving into the develop¬ 
ment on Friday. 

Leader of West Dorset 
District Council, Robert 
Gould, said: “Providing 
decent, affordable homes 
for local people is the dis¬ 
trict council’s top priority. 

“I am thrilled that by 
handing over this under¬ 
used land, which repre¬ 


sents an investment of 
around £425,000, the dis¬ 
trict council has helped 
another 11 families im¬ 
prove their life by moving 
into a new home.” 

Rok operations manager 
Charlie Scherer added: 
“Our team has been made 
to feel so welcome and we 
are particularly pleased 


that the efforts of all the 
partners to provide quality 
homes in a conservation 
area have been appreci¬ 
ated. 

“These homes combine 
local traditional materials 
with the latest technology 
for ensuring that running 
them is affordable and 
sustainable.”

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Museum needs council's car 
parking spaces for extension

CURATOR of Lyme Regis 
Museum, Mary Godwin, 
has told town councillors 
that use of the Guildhall 
car park is “vital” for their 
future extension plans. 

The museum is currently 
fundraising toward an esti¬ 
mated £4 million major 
extension, to be called the 
Mary Anning Wing, which 
will celebrate Lyme’s fa¬ 
mous fossil hunter and 
also include an IT suite, 
learning centre, disabled 
access, toilets and research 
area. 

Mrs Godwin wrote to the 
town council requesting a 


meeting to discuss the es¬ 
sential use of the Guildhall 
car park, which is only 
open to councillors, coun¬ 
cil staff, their visitors and 
those using the Guildhall. 

Councillor Stan 

Williams, who lives in Up- 
lyme, raised his concerns 
over the extension at last 
week’s Operational Man¬ 
agement Sub-committee 
meeting. 

He said: “I have a prob¬ 
lem with this, maybe be¬ 
cause I live further away 


and have to drive. That car 
park is crucial for council¬ 
lors, people visiting and 
Guildhall wedding parties. 
I am not happy about this 
at all.” 

Councillor Williams also 
pointed out that when the 
council were planning to 
install a lift for disabled ac¬ 
cess into the Guildhall, 
they hit planning issues re¬ 
garding building outside of 
the Grade II Listed Build¬ 
ing. 

The town clerk Mike 
Lewis said planning issues 
were the museum’s “own 
problem”. 

Councillor Williams 
added: “I think there are 
major, major problems 
throughout the whole 
scheme.” 

Speaking about the sea¬ 
facing window of the 
Guildhall, he said: “You 
may look out of this win¬ 
dow and see a wall. I don’t 
think a Grade II Listed 
Building should be treated 
in this way.” 

Councillor Ken Meech 
said: “Can we just hear 
what they have to say first 
and see if they have 


changed their proposals 
since last time?” 

The museum trustees 
first presented councillors 
with plans for their exten¬ 
sion in 2005 and, in a 
council meeting in July of 
that year, councillors dis¬ 
cussed the plans. 

Councillor Pete Williams 
expressed his concern at 
the loss of light to the 
ground floor of the Guild¬ 
hall and the loss of view 
from the upper floor win¬ 
dow. 

It was proposed by 
Councillor Ann Bradbury 
and seconded by former 
Councillor Jeff Evemy that 
the council should support 
the development in princi¬ 
ple and relinquish the car 
park area subject to addi¬ 
tional detailed plans. 

In last week’s meeting, 
Councillor Owen Lovell 
said: “While we want to 
support the museum, we 
have to consider the needs 
of this building and our¬ 
selves.” 

It was agreed that coun¬ 
cillors would meet with 
Mary Godwin and chair¬ 
man of the Museum Trust, 
Stephen Locke. 


Seafront kiosk to stay 
for extra two weeks 

THE Marine Parade kiosk, used primarily for fundrais¬ 
ing events during Lifeboat Week and Regatta and 
Carnival Week, will remain on the seafront until the 
end of August. 

Lyme Regis Majorettes received permission from 
Lyme Regis Town Council to keep the yellow kiosk, 
situated in front of the shelters, in place until August 
31 st so they can use it for a fundraiser on August 30 th . 

The hut is usually removed immediately after Re¬ 
gatta and Carnival Week but will now remain for two 
extra weeks. 

It will be dismantled and removed in time for the 
building work on the Marine Parade shelters, which 
is due to start on September 6 th .

Peter Wiles' art journey 
from theatre to photos 


In a series of interviews, ANTHEA SIMMONS meets 
Lyme Regis photographer PETER WILES who, hav¬ 
ing been involved since ArtsFest's inception, 
gamely volunteered to act as the festival's treasurer 
for 2010. 

What's the history of your involvement in the arts? 

"A heavy involvement in theatre, which started at Wat¬ 
ford Grammar School and continued at university. I was 
at Exeter College and then Oxford reading chemistry 
initially, but I quickly realised that this was not for me 
and switched to English. 

"I know it's unusual for a scientist to switch to arts but 
it was my chemistry teacher at school who also ran 
drama, so it is, perhaps, not so surprising after all. And 
my parents, who were both teachers, covered the 
arts/science spectrum. My mother taught art and craft 
and my father, biology. 

"At Oxford I became involved in student theatre and 
was president of the Experimental Theatre Club. It was 
an amazing period. All sorts of people were around at 
the same time - Terry Jones, Michael Palin. I was pro¬ 
duction manager for the Burton/Taylor'Dr Faustus'. We 
had the use of The Oxford Playhouse, which was just 
wonderful. 

"I did not tread the boards myself. I became involved 
in stage and production management and went from 
Oxford to work in various theatres and then the Royal

Court in London, as production manager. 

"The Royal Court was a hothouse of talent - Lindsay 
Anderson, Peter Gill, William Gaskell. I worked with 
some of the great names - Gielgud, Richardson, Jocelyn 
Herbert the designer. How would I describe my time 
there? Vivid, stimulating and tiring! 

"The British Council sent us on a tour of Eastern Eu¬ 
rope. We took two Edward Bond plays behind the Iron 
Curtain and questions were asked in parliament. Why 
had we taken'such dreadful, modern plays'to represent 
British culture? 

"When I left the Royal Court, I went on two more 
British Council tours with director Richard Eyre and Zoe 
Wanamaker. We went to South East Asia and West Africa 
and that was really the start of my second career. I 
worked for international aid agencies in Bangladesh 
and Vietnam. I worked for Oxfam for 13 years, first in 
India where our son was born and later, in Southern 
Africa, campaigning against apartheid. 

"I left Oxfam in 1988 and became deputy director of 
the Child Poverty Action Group in London and then re¬ 
turned to international work in 1992 as a freelance con¬ 
sultant, work which continues today. 

"We've got away from art a bit, but I have always taken 
photos since my first Brownie 127 camera. I have an 
archive of pictures taken during my travels, including 
photos of the great Buddha at Bamyan in Afghanistan 
before it was destroyed by the Taliban and of the fall of 
Saigon in 1975. 

"We came to live in Lyme in 2003. We had spent a Feb¬ 
ruary weekend here the year before. Amongst other 
things, we were attracted by the wealth of arts activity 
- the Marine Theatre, the mill, the cinema. 

"And, finally, digital camera technology allowed me 
to be more serious about my photography, it was hard 
to have a dark room on my travels." 



What are your main sources of inspiration for and 
influences on your photography? 

"I grew up in the 50s and 60s and was very struck by 
documentary photography, photo journalism of the 
time - Picture Post, 'The Family of Man'exhibition - I've 
never forgotten it. That was truly inspirational. I admire 
Cartier-Bresson, of course, and Jane Bown of the Ob¬ 
server. Roger Mayne, too, who now lives in Lyme." 

If you had an unlimited budget, what would you 
most like to see hanging on your wall? 

"At the risk of alienating a huge number of excellent 
Lyme artists, I would have to say that I would like a Bar¬ 
bara Steele or a Christine Allison. And if you wanted to 
lock me in a gallery, I'd choose the National Portrait 
Gallery." 

How did you come to be so involved in ArtsFest? 

"It was my wife Jenny, really, who got stuck in. She had 
an open studio in the inaugural year, even though we 
were in the midst of renovating our house. I entered the 
photo competition in the Blue Lias Gallery and that 
competition in the first two years of ArtsFest was a pow¬ 
erful incentive to get on with it. I didn't win but was 
highly commended both years. 

"One of my photos was adjudged to have errors of 
composition, namely a seagull 'in the wrong place'. I 
don't mind at all but there will be people who will smile 
when they read this! (The picture still sells well as a print 
and card). 

"And, while the seagull may have been in the wrong 
place, we definitely live in the right place when it comes 
to ArtsFest. We had 1,400 visitors to our ArtsFest open 
studio last year." 

Your work is well-known, loved and sought after. 
What gives you the most satisfaction? 

"Leaving aside my archive from my international expe¬ 
riences, I would say that I am pleased to have docu¬ 
mented the coastal protection work in Lyme Regis. 
Those photos have been exhibited. I am also very com¬ 
mitted to my'Work Place'portraits of people.This is very 
much work in progress and I am always looking for sug¬ 
gestions of subjects." 

You've been involved since the start so you have 
seen ArtsFest develop and grow enormously. Where 
would you like to see it go in the future? 

"Will it surprise you to hear me say more drama and 
theatre? I think it would also be fantastic if the cinema 
got involved. [NB: The cinema is showing the moving 
film 'Seraphine' about the life of naive painter; 
Seraph ine of Sent is', to coincide with ArtsFest, so it is 
happening.] 

"On a broader front, including and beyond ArtsFest, I 
think we need a gallery in Lyme dedicated to photog¬ 
raphy, or at least a photography strand at the new Malt- 
house. The South West is noticeably light on showcases 
for photographic talent and we have so many wonder¬ 
ful photographers here - Richard Austin, Roger Mayne, 
Maisie Hill, John Marriage and many more, and it would 
also be good to have some visiting photographers 
here." 

What do you think will be the highlight of this year's 
ArtsFest? 

"I am looking forward to LymeLit at the Marine Theatre 
and I love B Sharp! Then there's Hugh Dunford-Wood's 
art movie night, the Slovenian Male Voice Choir, and I 
will also be sure not to miss Gail Sagman's event, 'From 
the Absurd to the Ridiculous' up at the Jam Factory in 
Uplyme... so there is certainly no shortage of treats in 
store!"

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Visitors complain of poor 
television signal in hotels

RESIDENTS and hoteliers 
of Lyme Regis have com¬ 
plained about the poor tel¬ 
evision signal in the local 
area. 

Chairman of the Lyme 
Regis, Charmouth and 
District Hotels and Restau¬ 
rants Association and 
owner of the Royal Lion 
Hotel, Lesley Stone, has 
received several com¬ 
plaints from customers 
about the poor freeview 
signal. 

The freeview signal has 
caused problems since the 
area switched to digital tel¬ 
evision but has been partic¬ 
ularly bad in the past week 
and switched off com¬ 
pletely in some areas on 
Wednesday evening. 

Last week Ms Stone 
wrote a letter of complaint 
to Digital UK, responsible 
for the nationwide digital 
switchover. She said she 
had also spoken to owners 


of the Alexandra Hotel, 
who were suffering the 
same problems and have 
already written a com¬ 
plaint. 

Ms Stone said: “There 
have been more problems 
since the digital 
switchover but we’ve had 
a couple of dips in signal 
in the last few days. I was 
hoping that they would 
perfect it soon but they 
don’t seem to be doing 
anything. 

“I’d like to think that 
most visitors don’t come 
here for the television but 
for Lyme Regis itself, but 
it’s still important. I’ve in¬ 
vested a lot of money in 
my televisions and they 
are all digital, but people 
still can’t watch their 
favourite programmes.” 

View Road resident 


Vicky Moore told the View 
from Lyme Regis that she 
and several of her neigh¬ 
bours were having similar 
problems. 

She said the signal went 
out completely at about 
9pm on Wednesday 
evening and the problem 
continued into Thursday 
morning. 

“I complained to the 
BBC but they sent me 
back to Digital UK, which 
is where I first started. It 
just goes around in cir¬ 
cles,” she added. 

“They told me to buy an 
attenuator, which is sup¬ 
posed to boost signal, but 
it seems to do nothing. 

“Unless everyone com¬ 
plains, nothing will get 
done.” 


Council say no to Bay Hotel bins 


LYME Regis Town Council has temporar¬ 
ily refused permission for the Bay Hotel 
to store bottle banks in the Marine Pa¬ 
rade bin store. 

Owners of the Bay Hotel, Brendon and 
Lyn Cable, requested permission to store 
two wheely-bin size bottle banks in the 
council-owned bin store, at the west end 
of Marine Parade. 

Mr and Mrs Cable offered to make their 
own arrangements with West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council to make regular collections, 
within the current time constraints of 
before 10.30am or after 5pm. 

At last week's Operational Manage¬ 
ment Sub-committee meeting, Council¬ 
lor Pete Williams asked if there was 
enough space in the store for two more 
bins. 

The town clerk Mike Lewis said there 
must be, otherwise the deputy town 
clerk would not have put the request on 


the meeting's agenda. 

Councillor Williams added: "Two more 
would definitely block it up." 

Councillor Stan Williams suggested 
that the Bay Hotel could share a bottle 
bank with another Marine Parade trader. 

He also asked whether they would be 
bringing their own car or van onto the 
seafront to take the rubbish away and 
suggested they could share collections, 
as he didn't want to see "more vehicles 
on Marine Parade". 

The Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, 
pointed out that the Bay Hotel was not a 
council tenant. 

She asked: "Do we want to provide bin 
space for them or should they just store 
it on their own property?" 

Councillors agreed to temporarily re¬ 
fuse the request and review the issue for 
next season. 


Sidmouth Road park and ride to stay 


LYME Regis has been granted condi¬ 
tional planning permission from East 
Devon District Council to continue use 
of the park and ride site in Sidmouth 
Road. 

The permission allows the site to be 
used from Good Friday to September 7 th 
every year and the land must be re¬ 
turned to its former condition by Sep¬ 
tember 30 th 2014. 


However, at last week's Operational 
Management Sub-committee meeting, 
Councillor Stan Williams said he thought 
the owners of the park and ride may be 
willing to discuss further use of the site 
during festivals and special events. 

Councillors agreed that the town clerk 
should contact the owners to discuss 
this.

There¬ 
fore, the committee is asking specta¬ 
tors at all events to co-operate fully 
with instructions to those on the 
floats and those watching them. 

A big problem in the past has been 
the throwing of coins. These should 
be aimed only at the collecting floats 
and not at the other entries. 

Said Carnival Chairman Shaun Fox: 


"Two years ago a little boy got injured 
by a coin so we would ask spectators 
not to throw coins at people, vehicles 
or floats taking part." 

Mr Fox also reminded parents to 
keep their children back from the 
procession as its passes by. All the 
floats will be flanked by adult mar¬ 
shalls who will keep a special watch 
for stray children. 

Spectators are also asked to follow 
any directions given by the Carnival 
Marshals who will strive to make the 
evening enjoyable and safe. 


■ BRIDPORT Carnival Committee is 
adopting new judging methods for 
the 2010 Grand Carnival procession on 
Saturday, August 21 st. 

In past years the procession entries 
have been judged at the St Swithun's 
starting point. 

But this year the Bridport committee 
is falling in line with all the big carni¬ 
vals by placing the judges on route. 


One big advantage of this method will 
be that it cuts down waiting time at 
the start for the various entries.

Gardening Jobs for August 


O n the Lawn - Raise the blades on the 
mower before cutting fine lawns. This 
will help reduce drought stress. Mow 
lightly and frequently so that short grass clip¬ 
pings can remain on the lawn during hot sum¬ 
mers to act as a moisture-retentive mulch. 

Excess thatch can be scarified out during au¬ 
tumn maintenance next month. Lawns on 
thin soils may benefit from a high phosphate 
feed. Summer meadows may need mowing 
now if they have past their season of interest. 

The Shrub Border - Collect seed from 
favourite plants. Prune Wisteria and shrubs 
such as Pyracantha after flowering. Flebe and 
lavenders can be given a light prune after 
flowering. Continue to deadhead shrubs, such 
as roses, to extend flowering into early au¬ 
tumn. Rambling roses can be pruned now, 
once they have finished flowering. 

Thoroughly soak drought-stressed plants 
and shrubs, especially newly planted ones. 
Use grey, recycled or stored rain water wher¬ 
ever possible. Semi-ripe cuttings can still be 
taken to propagate many common garden 
shrubs (e.g. box, Ceanothus, lavender). Rho¬ 
dodendrons, azaleas and Clematis can be 
propagated by layering. 

Flower border/Patio area - Don't neglect 
hanging baskets - deadheading, watering and 
feeding will help them last through until au¬ 
tumn. Deadhead plants such as Dahlia, rose 
and Penstemon and bedding to prolong the 
display colour well into early autumn. Don't 
cut off the flower heads of ornamental 
grasses. These will provide winter interest. 

Propagate irises by dividing the rhizomes if 
not done last month. Propagate perennials by 
dividing once they have finished flowering, 
but only in areas with some rain and duller 
weather, to avoid drying out problems. 

Take cuttings of tender perennials such as 
Pelargonium and Osteospermum, as soon as 
possible. A greenhouse, cool conservatory or 
a light windowsill are ideal to bring them on

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until they are established. 

Most perennial weeds are best dealt with when 
in active growth. Applying a weed killer containing 
Glyphosate during summer will ensure that the 
roots, as well as the top growth, are killed. Flow- 
ever, Glyphosate is non-selective and plants you 
want to keep should avoided.

THIS week we meet PHIL GORDON, the 
marketing brain behind the Dorchester Business 
Improvement District. View reporter PAUL 
CROMPTON talks to Phil about his success in 
marketing and his love of cricket 


44 MOST products 
were 95 per cent 
brilliant and five per 
flawed, so I thought it 
would be a real challenge 
to help develop that five 
per cent to make it 100 
per cent brilliant, this is 
my dream job,” said the 
marketing brain behind 
the hugely successful 
Dorchester Business Im¬ 
provement District, BID 
for short. 

Having moved back to 
“his roots” from Berk¬ 
shire to be closer to his 
parents, who live in Brid- 
port, Phil Gordon has 
lived in Thomcombe for 
the last seven years, 
rekindling his love of 
cricket, which sees him 
today, sat in the village 
shop, for which he is a 
sporadic volunteer, with a 
broken thumb and tales 
of celebrity matches - in¬ 
cluding the 12 ball over’s 
by local resident Oliver 
Letwin MP. 

Sipping from a cup of 


coffee at a wobbly table, 
Phil recalls how four 
years ago he started Kaa- 
boom Marketing Serv¬ 
ices offering marketing, 
Public Relations and 
sales support for smaller 
and medium sized busi¬ 
nesses. 

He said: “I became 
aware when I moved 
down here there was a lot 
of excellent businesses in 
Dorchester, some of 
which had fantastic prod¬ 
ucts and services and 
needed a little help with 
getting the best out of 
them.” 

Following this move, 
the future project man¬ 
ager of Dorchester BID, 
was only an advert away 
from becoming part of 
what he refers to as a 
“business positive” town. 


“My wife saw an advert 
in the paper for a project 
manager for the Dorch¬ 
ester BID, but I knew 
nothing about what a 
BID is or was and quite 
frankly I was not particu¬ 
larly interested in project 
management,” he said. 
“However, I did a little 
bit of research and the 
more I read the more ex¬ 
cited I got seeing what a 
huge opportunity for 
Dorchester, it was for us 
to take control of our 
own destiny a bit.” 

A BID is a collection of 
businesses within a de¬ 
fined geographical area 
who vote to invest collec¬ 
tively in local improve¬ 
ments to enhance their 
trading environment, ini¬ 
tiated, financed and led 
by the commercial sector,

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a BID helps provide ad¬ 
ditional or improved 
services as identified and 
requested by those busi¬ 
nesses, to the baseline 
services provided by the 
local authority in that 
area. 

All the businesses are 
invited to vote in a ballot 
on a business plan and 
basically that plan can 
contain anything sug¬ 
gested by the public of 
businesses to improve 
the town and make it a 
more viable place to do 
business. 

“I really enjoy seeing a 
business achieve and 
people in that business 
actually benefit from all 
the hard work. It’s what 
keeps me going, turning 
passion into results,” he 
said. 

“The important thing 
about the BID is that we 
were in the worst reces¬ 
sion anyone can remem¬ 
ber, certainly since the 
war, and in that time we 
lost 20 odd businesses in¬ 
cluding high street names 
like Woolworths and 
Adams, but we have 
gained over 35 new busi¬ 
nesses in that same pe¬ 
riod, so Dorchester is 
actually business positive 
which is an amazing 
achievement I think.” 

This influx of new busi¬ 
nesses includes Well- 
worths, which has caught 
the country’s imagina¬ 
tion, reportedly become a 
tourist destination in its 
own right, and the sub¬ 
ject of a one hour BBC 
documentary, which Phil 
says, helped put Dorch¬ 
ester back on the map 
and the reason why peo¬ 
ple still flock to the town. 

However, Phil is not a 
man who is satisfied with 
concentrating on one 
thing. After moving to 
the area, where his fam¬ 
ily tree goes back several 
generations, he decided it 
was the perfect time to 
build his own house. 

So on moving to the 
area he and his family 
started their self build 
home, which he’d “never 
done anything like it be¬ 
fore,” he said, adding 
“But it was a fantastic ex¬ 
perience. I do feel from 
time-to-time when I walk 
through the door, I just 
think we really did do 
this ourselves. I don’t 
know how we did it, I 
was project manager and 
did a lot of things myself 
where possible, like a bit 
of plastering and elec¬ 



tronics. 

“It was a real experi¬ 
ence, an emotional 
roller-coaster going 
through the planning 
problems, problems with 
access but the views kept 
us going.” 

Of course, for a man 
with bags of energy, en¬ 
thusiasm and drive, the 
transition from market¬ 
ing and PR for Dorch¬ 
ester BID to fixing his 
own electronics is not a 
huge step. 

“There were lots of rea¬ 
sons, “ he said of com¬ 
pleting a five year 
apprenticeship at EMI, 
“partly because I’m a 
gadgets man, I like tech¬ 
nology and electronics 
and back in the 1970s 
and 80s it was probably 
the best place to be. But 
I knew that if I wanted to 
make a decent living it 
wasn’t the best career. I 
wanted to get out into the 
‘big wide world’ and so 
worked in electronics en¬ 
gineering 15 years.” 

However, he said: 
“Once the house was 
built it became apparent 
I was too young and poor 
to retire and needed to do 
something; I like to be 
doing things and keep 
active.” 

And so destiny called 
in the form of the news¬ 
paper advert and here he 


is today, sat with his 
second cup of coffee 
resting in front of him, 
becoming animated as 
he talks of the up com¬ 
ing Twenty20 cricket 
cup final, which, thanks 
to his marketing in¬ 
stincts, took the oppor¬ 
tunity to link his love of 
the game with the BID 
by buying advertising 
space for the games at 
the Rose Bowl and other 
county grounds. 

“I was given the op¬ 
portunity a few months 
ago of an extremely 
cheap last minute deal 
for some cricket banner 
advertising,” Phil said, 
adding “It gives Dorch¬ 
ester international expo¬ 
sure and brings the 
marketing impact of 
Dorchester to a wider, 
more global audience 
and allows us the oppor¬ 
tunity to have Sky TV 
broadcast games with 
our message: dorch- 
ester.dorset.com Dis¬ 
cover our Secrets. 
There’s a good demo¬ 
graphic of people going 
to cricket, look at the 
people going, it’s a good 
audience to target to get 
to spend money in the 
town.” 

Phil said: “I love 
cricket. I’m competitive 
but I know my skill lim¬ 
its; I’d rather have a 


good game where you 
are not quite sure who 
will win it, but end up 
winning yourself. I 
enjoy friendly matches a 
lot, playing league 
games I find some sides 
are too intense and a bit 
un-cricket like, for me 
it’s not what the game is 
about.” 

Having started around 
nine years ago Phil’s 
passion for cricket has 
seen him coach a num¬ 
ber of Colts teams and 
managed the woman’s 
11 at Axminster, Devon. 
And his infectious love 
of the game even rubbed 
off on his “long suffer¬ 
ing” wife. 

“She was fed up with 
me listening to Test 
Matches so since a few 
years ago, to my amaze¬ 
ment, she said she 
would have a go and she 
has seen how much fun 
the social side of the 
game can be and now 
she’s a real cricket lover. 
The turning point was 
when I came home and 
found her watching the 
Test Match, and the look 
on her face when I 
walked in was brilliant. 

“After that I knew the 
transformation was 
complete, and I thought 
‘my work here was 
done’.”

Couple to climb highest peak 
in aid of Cancer Research UK 


LYME Regis dentist Dr Paul Bester is 
back in training for another “mountain¬ 
ous challenge” in aid of charity. 

This time Paul will be attempting to 
climb to the top of Aconacgua, the sec¬ 
ond highest of seven summits in the Ar¬ 
gentine Andes and the highest point in 
the Southern hemisphere. 

Last year, Paul climbed Kilimanjaro in 
Tanzania to raise £1,396 for the Devon 
Air Ambulance. 

He will be joined on his latest chal¬ 
lenge in January by partner Kirsten Tay¬ 
lor, who is part of the dental team at 
Paul’s practice in Kent House. They are 
currently appealing for sponsors with 
forms available at the Silver Street sur¬ 
gery and will be donating all monies 
raised to Cancer Research UK. 

This is the first time Kirsten has at¬ 
tempted such a challenge and she is 
training hard with Paul to attain the 
level of fitness to be able to conquer the 
highest trekking peak in the world at 
22,830 feet. 

Although they will be walking with 
other charity fundraisers, it is unlikely 
that they will have porters to carry their 
equipment. They will have to contend 
with extreme conditions with just 40 per

cent oxygen levels and temperatures as 
low as minus 40 degrees. 

Paul admits that the Aconcangua chal¬ 
lenge is much tougher that the Kilimanjaro 
climb but he and Kirsten are determined 
to conquer it and raise as much as possible 
for Cancer Research. 

Paul plays in the local band “Coast” and 
is hoping to supplement the sponsorship 
by organising a ball towards the end of the 
year. 

Paul and Kirsten will be leaving for their 
adventure on January 3rd and the climb 
will take three weeks to complete. 

Paul told the View from Lyme Regis: 
“This is a huge challenge for both of us, 
especially Kirsten as she has not done any¬ 
thing like this before. But we are deter¬ 
mined to complete the climb. We are 
getting wonderful support from my pa¬ 
tients and if anyone would like to make a 
contribution there are special forms at the 
surgery reception desk.”

He told members that he would contact the insurers and 
discuss the incident with them and report back on any ac¬ 
tion action required.

T HE MILITARY Museum of Devon and Dorset is con¬ 
sidered by many as being a little like a "Tardis"in that 
from the outside there is this iconic structure not dis¬ 
similar to a castle albeit only 140 years old, but on the in¬ 
side it blossoms to include four floors of displays all of 
which feature a truly fabulous collection of militaria span¬ 
ning 300 years of service.

LIVE music and Glastonbury has been synonymous with one another ever 
since the first Pilton Pop Festival - as it was then known - back in 1970, but 
there is another event that's taken place in the town every year since 1996. 

The Glastonbury Extravaganza, now in it 15th year, takes place in the glo¬ 
rious surroundings of Glastonbury Abbey. This two-day family orientated 
event - with picnic hampers almost obligatory - is staged every August, 
with a pop/rock act headlining on the Saturday night and a classical con¬ 
cert on the Sunday. 

The Extravaganza is organised by the same team as the Glastonbury Fes¬ 
tival itself, with Michael Eavis very much at the forefront of this far more 
local event. 

This year's Saturday headliners were Madness - who played the Pyramid 
Stage at last year's main festival - and I can't think of a better band to tick 
all the boxes. Family friendly - check. Charismatic frontman - check. And a 
sack full of hit tunes - check. 

After a well received support slot from Seventies stalwarts Steve Harley 
&The Cockney Rebel - including their number one smash 'Make Me Smile 
(Come Up And See Me)'and a sing-a-long version of George Harrison's 
'Here Comes The Sun'- the audience readied itself for the main attraction. 

Hampers were packed away and the crowd got to its feet, with the area 
in front of the stage getting busier and busier as the sun went down and 
the ruins were floodlit in Technicolor. 

The souvenir stand was doing a roaring trade in comedy fezs and inflat¬ 
able saxophones, equally popular with children and grown-ups alike. And 
by the time Suggs & co hit the stage, it seemed the whole crowd were 
wearing a Madness 't'-shirt or sporting some sort of band related acces¬ 
sory. 

Suggs, dressed in a very natty suit, had made a cameo appearance at the 
end of Steve Harley's set, but was now ready for the spotlight to be very 
firmly on his band. 

"Hey you, don't watch that, watch this..." boomed Chas Smash, and so it 
began, with Madness launching the set with their first Top Ten hit, 'One 
Step Beyond'. And the hits kept on coming, with 'Embarrassment'and a 
fantastic arrangement of'My Girl'. 

The rest of the 90 minute plus set was a balanced mix of greatest hits, 
tracks from their fantastic latest album The Liberty of Norton Folgote, and 
a selection from their 2005 covers LP, The Dangermen Sessions. 

Most of the individual members of the band got a chance to shine, with 
guitarist Chris Foreman trying his hand at stand-up comedy, sax player 
Lee Thompson scaling the heights of the stage rigging and even keyboard 
player Mike Barson getting the chance to come out of the shadows. Only 
drummer Dan Woodgate seemed happy holding things together out of 
the spotlight. 

The crowd lapped up every tune, dancing and singing along with The 
Nutty Boys as if it was 1979. A great finale culminated in an encore of their 
theme tune - Prince Buster's'Madness' - and 'Night Boat To Cairo'from the 
1980 Work Rest and Play EP. 

The night was rounded off by an impressive fireworks display as a very 
happy crowd made their way home from the ancient ruins.

THOSE of us who live here in the Southwest of England are either fortu¬ 
nate or wise, or perhaps both. As a schoolboy in East Yorkshire during the 
war I learned to love the poetry of John Masefield, who was our Poet Lau¬ 
reate at the time. This evocative poem of his is one of my favourites. 

The West Wind 

It's a warm wind, the west wind, full of birds'cries; 

I never hear the west wind but tears are in my eyes. 

For it comes from the west lands, the old brown hills. 

And April's in the west wind, and daffodils. 

It's a fine land, the west land, for hearts as tired as mine, 

Apple orchards blossom there, and the air's like wine. 

There is cool green grass there, where men may lie at rest, 

And the thrushes are in song there, fluting from the nest. 

"Willye not come home brother?ye have been long away, 

It's April, and blossom time, and white is the may; 

And bright is the sun brother, and warm is the rain,- 
Willye not come home, brother, home to us again? 

"The young corn is green, brother, where the rabbits run. 

It's blue sky, and white clouds, and warm rain and sun. 

It's song to a man's soul, brother, fire to a man's brain, 

To hear the wild bees and see the merry spring again. 

"Larks are singing in the west, brother, above the green wheat, 

So will ye not come home, brother, and rest your tired feet? 

I've a balm for bruised hearts, brother, sleep for aching eyes," 

Says the warm wind, the west wind, full of birds' cries. 

It's the white road westwards is the road I must tread 
To the green grass, the cool grass, and rest for heart and head, 

To the violets, and the warm hearts, and the thrushes'song, 

In the fine land, the west land, the land where I belong. 


IT is not just the Southwest of England that is a rural holiday destination 
for those seeking beauty and tranquility, the Southwest of Ireland also has 
its attractions as described here by the Irish poet John Millington Synge.

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Children more distracting than phones when driving 


WHILE the debate rumbles on about 
whether hands-free phone calls are safe to 
take whilst driving, new research reveals 
that that the number one distraction to 
drivers is in fact their own children. 

Research conducted by motoring website, 
ContractHireAndLeasing.com reveals that chil¬ 
dren are by far the biggest distraction to driv¬ 
ers. When website visitors were asked what 
they found most distracting whilst driving, 
child passengers came top by a significant 
margin, taking over half of the vote (53 per 
cent)*. In second place 'taking hands-free 


phone calls'polled a measly 18 per cent of the 
vote. 

Yet opponents to the current laws on in-car 
phone use say that even using a phone hands¬ 
free is not safe and constitutes a dangerous 
distraction to the driver**. Despite evidence 
that child passengers are more distracting 
than either phones or sat-nav systems (even 
adult passengers attracted a higher percent¬ 
age of the vote at 14 per cent, than sat-navs 
which took 11 per cent), there has been little 
campaign support from road safety authori¬ 
ties to help motorists deal with the real in-car

A THRILLING last heat win at the Wessex Stadium gave Wey¬ 
mouth Wildcats victory which lifted them off the foot of the 
National League to be replaced by their opponents King's 
Lynn.
